Straus & Co. A national conference 
has been called by Franklin D. Roose-

York City Nov. 30 to discuss plans for 
| giving effect to the Straus recommen- 
' dations. 

To this conference invitations have 
been sent to securities commissioners 
of the various states as well as rep- 
resentatives of real estate bond houses 
and others interested in instituting re 
oa intended not only to afford great- 


| 


er safeguards to the investing public 
but to assist in the establishment of 
officially recognized standards of pro 
cedure in the various states in apprais- 


In making his recommendations Mr, 
Straus pointed out that the volume of 
first mortgage real estate bonds being 
issued this year would be twice as 
much as was. underwritten three years 


Of Varied Experience. 

“With this growth in offerings,” he 
gaid,-“‘ has come an enormous increase 
in the number of firms underwriting 
real estate bond issues, these houses 
being of varying degrees of experience, 
competence, and moral responsilillity. 
It is well within the bounds of good 


judgment and sound social policy that iin. 


certain additional restrictions and reg- 
ulations should be made commensurate |. 
with this progress and expansion.”’ 
His recommendations for reform are 
as follows: 
1. Segregation under state supervi- 
sion of the funds derived from the con- 
stfuction bond issues, with sound and 
approved assets set aside to meet all 
liabilities for the construction of the 
buildings upon which the loans have 
been made. 
2. The respective states shauld ac- 
cord proper recognition to adequate 
segregation and supervision in other 
states, to the end that the conduct of 
the business on a national scale may 
not be impeded. ; 
3. Adoption by the states of stand- 
ardized procedure in the matter of ap- 
praisals. 
4. Additional state and federal con- 
trol over the issuance and sale of real 
estate bond issues and all other invest- 
ment securities not now subject to such 
regulations in order properly to sta- 
bilize the rapidly developing invest- 
ment field and safeguard the invest- 
ments of the general public.

An American Pumpkin Pie. 


[It ig no particular wo that the 
pumpkin pie of this day and age has 
little or no popularity. It is too like 
a poor custard, the insipidity of which 
is dieguised with far too much spice. 
But perhaps the prairie grown pump- 
kins have not the flavor of those 
grown on the rocky soil of New Eng- 
land—prairie Hubbard squashes are 
certainly wetter and not so delicious 
ef flavor as those grown in New 
England. The ninth chapter of “ Be 
ing a Boy,” with the title “The 
Coming of Pumpkin Pie,” is partly an 
appreciation of the old-fashioned type

He has only 
recently come into the world that is 
full of good things to eat, and there 
is, on the whole, a very short time tn 
which to eat them; at least he is told, 
among the first information that he 
receives, that life is short. Life being 
brief, and pie and the like fleeting, 
he very soon decides upon an active 
campaign. It may be an old story 
to people who have been eating for 
forty or fifty years, but it is different 
with a beginner. He takes the thick 
and the thin as it comes, as to pie, for 
instance. Some people:do make them 
very thin. I knew a place where they 


were not thicker thah a poor man’s

Horace speaks of a carmine extract- 
ed from cro¢odile gall, of blackening 
the lashes with sepia and elongating 
the arch of the brows with the same 
materials, so the use of cosmetics 
must have been common knowledge. 

Among the Romans. 

The historians tell us that after 
using their cold creams and bathing 
Roman women scraped their tongues 
with steel, brushed their teeth, gargied 
with water from Cosmus, and then 
washed their hands in soap from Gaul. 
This is the first hint of that suprem- 
acy in matters of beautification. which 
the French have maintained to the 
present day. 

Under the reign of Francois I., the 
perfumeries of Italy were, introduced 
into France along with other elegan- 
cies of the Renaissance. Catherine de 
Medici brought along the paint. pot 
from her native Florentine court and 
soon the faces of fashionable French 
women w coated with patches of 
white paint and vermilion. Pomade 
and weird concoctions were again 


French women, one of.the most ad 
vertised being a pomade made of “ the 
wings and claws of pigeons, pulverized 
and mixed with fresh eggs, lilies, 
Venetian turpentine, shells, ground 
mother of pearl, and camphor, the 
ensemble distilled with musk!”

| “Tt was not sufficient merely to 
paint: the great point was to have a 
rouge which ‘said some’,” a descrip- 
tive passage from “ The Woman of the 
18th Century” by Emile and Jules 
Goncourt tells us. 

“The rouge ‘ annoynced,’ as it were, 
the woman who wore it,” continues 
this fascinating book on the fashion- 
able life of the times. “The rouge of 
the woman of quality was not the 
rouge of the bourgeoise nor of the 
courtesan. It was only a suspicion of 
rouge, an imperceptiable nuance.”

‘Broadcasting Brings Changes. 

‘ Broadcasting, which really gave the 
impetus to radio to carry it to its 
present status, quickly brought rapid 
changes in the tubesf The current 
consumption of the earlier types was 
heavy. A three tube set then would 
draw as heavily from the storage bat- 
tery as does the modern i2 tube outfit. 


One of the first great changes was | 
the: design of a filament that would 


not require so much current. This 
model cut the consumption to one- 
quarter ampere and has become the 
modern standard. With the changes 
in the design of the filament other im- 
provements were incorporated, such as 
the replacement of the old type metal 
base, while the contact prongs at the 
bottom of the tube were lengthened to 
provide a better socket connection. 
Amplifiers and Detectors. 
Further efforts saw the production 
of special amplifiers and detectors. In- 
cluded were the so-called power tubes, 
which, with higher plate voltage, gave 
greater volume. The power tube is 
intended largely for use as an am- 
plifier. In addition there have ap- 
peared improved detector tubes ‘whose 
principal purpose is greater sensi- 
tivity, with an increase in volume.
